A  Word  About  Our  School 

Tlic  Suiiridwci-  Ai;ri(Mil1ui  al  Iliti'li  School  was  cstaliliscd  in  IHll. 
The  Sunflower  Junior  ('olli'i;-c  was  ostablisliL'd  in  eonncetion  with  the 
S.A.H.S.  in  192G.  Tn  l!ll2i)  Humphreys  County  joined  Suntlower  in 
the  su])i>ort  of  the  Sunflower  Agricultural  High  School  and  Junior 
College.  (_)ther  counties  are  lieing  solicited  to  jo'n  in  the  supjxti't  of 
(his  great  institution. 

The  Sunflower  Agricultural  High  School  has  been  well  attended 
fr(un  its  ojx'ning.  Thf  attendance  continued  to  grow  until  1918,  when 
due  to  the  war  and  the  loss  of  the  girls'  dormitory  by  tire,  there  was 
considerable  talk  of  closing  the  school.  The  trustees  at  that  time 
said  that  t]ie>'  would  lie  delighted  if  as  many  as  forty  l)oarders  couhi 
be  secui'cd,  but  when  the  opportunity  was  given  the.  ])eo])le,  seventy- 
eight  boarders  enrolled  the  tirst  da\'.  Xow  the  enrollment  of  the 
S^A.H.S.  is  2;w. 

The  Junior  College  enrollment  of  1926  was  thirty-one,  of  1M27-28 
lifly-two,  of  l!)-_'S-:2i)  sixty-six,  li)2!)-;'.0  one  hundred  thirty-three.  Watch 
the  S.  J.  C.  gTow.  In  IDill  we  hope  to  deliver  diplouuis  to  tifty  seniors 
in  the  Sunflower  Agricultural  High  School,  and  to  sixty  graduates  of 
the  Junior  College.  We  confidently  exi)ect  the  enrollment  of  the  Sun- 
fh.wer  Junior  College  to  be  at  least  KiO  in  IDHO-iU. 

The  value  of  the  entii'e  ])lant  is  estinuited  at  $350,0()().(H).  The 
beautiful  colloge  building  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state. 

The  excellent  spirit  of  the  students  is  the  greatest  thing  abmit 
this  institution.
